. “UNFINISHED BUSINESS” 
An elderly person when exhorting 
an other to forgive and forget a cer- 
tain slight said: “I remember a 
hundred slights which I have for- 
gotten.” Each Remembrance Day 
challenges each person to revalue 
afresh the content of memory. This 
inatter of deciding what should be 
remembered and what should be for- 
gotten, is ever unfinished business. 
There ate always “lips like lillies 
dropping sweet smelling myrrh,” to 
ne remembered and always thorn 
pricks to be forgotten. 

In 1913 the two ideas, first, that 
everything was growing better; sec- 
ond, that world trade was becoming 
so important, had so mastered the 
minds of the people, that it left them 
unable to conceive of a coming year. 

Eight young men sat around a 
lining room table when the univer- 
sity opened in the fall of 1914. Be- 
fore Christmas of that year six of 
the eight were in training. War had 
already begun, Not one of tiiose 
men. lived to come home. One of 
these six was the first to pay the 
supreme sacrifice from among the 
enlisted students which, by that 
time, numbered in the hundred:. 
The professor in charge of the seiv- 
ice of remembrance held for him, 
said: “We are a young university but 
already our traditions are written in 
blood. The courage, and the willing- 
ness to sacrifice, which has always 
been a live asset in Canadian life, is 
not wanting in this institution.” 


A few weeks later the first dis- 
abled soldier from among the men 
overseas who had gone from this 
university came home. He visited 
the university. He was asked to say 
something about his war experience, 
to which he made a reply somewhat 
like this: “I am very unhappy at 
home. I should be happier in the 
trenches sharing the difficulties witn 
the boys. I am happy, however, to 
see how little the real agonies of wa: 
are known here in Canada.” 

Nineteen-Eighteen was the year ot 
the ‘flu. Many will never forget the 
unmeasurable kindnesses, and the 
almost impossible services and sacri- 
fices that so heroically marked the 
struggle for life here on the home 
front, 

The Armistice came, and some 
time later the Peace treaty. The | 
ink of the signers was scarcely dry | 
before the treaty was violated. | 
Looking back now one wonders why 
the Second War was so long delayed. 
The war that was to end wars had 
failed,

Help Them Survive Thig Winter: 

Evergreens, fruit trees and shrubs 
enhance the beauty and value of a 
farm. It ig only natural then that 
some protection should be provided 
for the trees against winter killing. 
After eight to 10 degrees of frust has 
curred or when all danger of sti- 
mulating growth is past, the trees 
should be given a thorough watering, 
says P, D. McAlla, supervisor of hor- 
iculture for Alberta’s department of 
Agriculture, 

Not all winter killing is caused by 
iow temperatures. A great deal of 
-he damage is caused each year by a 
loss of moisture from the plants. 
rhis can only be replenished from 
he soil. For this reason, it is ime 
vortant for the plants to have an 
adequate supply of moisture late in 
the fall. 

Help your trees to help them- 
selves, Keep them alive. The danger 
from winter killing can be materially 
reduced by a thorough watering at 
his time, before winter freege-up 
sets in,

little “white lie’ should be shunned 
at all times. 

In more serious cases. and where 
the laws of the country are involved, 
a falsehood can be a criminal offence 
— much more serious than the crime 
as far as punishment is concerned 
When an accused person and his 
witness appear before a judge or 
magistrate, they must take a solemn 
cath “to tell the truth, the whoue 
truth, and nothing but the truth” 
and, with the facts of a case firmly 
established, justice is usually carried 
out by our courts. 

The above instance was prover 
recently when a minor charge of im- 
paired driving was laid against a 
central Alberta motorist. He pleaded 
not guilty to the charge and a friend, 
called as a witness, gave false ev:- 
dence. Had the truth been told, the 
accused would probably have paid a 
nominal fine and lost the use of his 
driver's licence for a year. However, 
investigation by authorities proved 
the true facts and a second and tee 
much more serious charge of perjury 
was laid against the two men, re- 
sulting in a jail sentence of six 
months each. 

It pays to be honest, whether in 
business or everyday events — and 
the person who stays strictly with 
the truth will find pleasure in per- 
sonal association and freedom from 
the worries and discomforts which 
are bound to arise from little inci- 
dents that have a tendency to re- 
bound at the most unexpected times.
